Fifth—As to whether the indorsement of 
the check is good with the officers’ initials 
under such circumstances would make the 
bapk liable beyond tne genuineness of the 
signature and the possession of the funds to 
meet the check certified. Query. 

Sixth—When a check is cerufied for the 
purpose known to the bank of giving it credi 
for negotiation or circulation, to be used as 
money, and it so passed intothe hands of 
third persons, the bank would be bound 
thoogh the case might be othewise, when 
it was Only certified to give the party pre- 
senting it assurance that it was good for his 
own satisfaction in taking it. 

Seventh—Butit is clear that a verbal reply 
that acheckis good given for the ioforma- 
tlon of the party about to receive it cxtends 
only to matters of which the bank had 
knowledge, oris presumed to have by the 
law, unless he is told that more extended in- 
formation is expected or asked fur as to the 
validity of the check. 

Justice Miller delivered the opinion in the 
case Of Burke vs. Gregre et al., from the 
Supreme Cou t of Louisiana, in which the 
question was whether a sale of real estate 
made in pursuance of an order of the Pro- 
visional Court of Louisiana was operative to 

ass title after the surfender of the rebel 
orces In that district. When the terms 
of the order creating the court, limited 
its existence to the restoration of 
verdict which fourd that there was fraud in 
thé procurement by thecivil authority in the 
State. The court answer in the affirmative, 
holdiog tbat notwithstanding the cessation 
of actual hostiliies mi itary role prevailed 
in thecity of New Orleans and in the Biate 
long after that event, and after the sualeip 
controversy. This fact is conclusive proof 
that the civil sutbority was not restored, and 
that the provisional court was in the 1ight- 
ful exerciéé of its authority. 

Mr. Justice Davis delivered the opinion. 

The case of the late Judge Underwood 
against McVeigh, from the Virginia Court ' 
of Appeala, having been sutmiited to this 
Court, on a motion to dismies for want of 
juriediction, the motion was to-day granted 
and the case dismissed, because the writ of 
error should have been directed to the Conrt 
of Appeals, instead of the Judge of the 
Corporation Court of Alexandria Jus- 
tice QOlifford, dissented. The Court below 
gave judgement in favor of McVeigh.

Ie the Gret pince a; regards ths cecision of 
the Recorder in my 6104, I Lave heard nothiog e ther 
dizectly or indirectiy from him. Why or for what 
/parpese he has beld from m2 his decision I have not 
‘the remotest idea, Secondly. Io regard to the tes‘!- 
mony introdaced, I have only this tossy: There was 
ne testimony inodaced on the day of the trial show- 
img thequantity of the lumber sold to A. Marphby, 
bat the tes:imoney ag winet was Mr. Murphy's charge 
against me for <Gealing in lumber with. 
out a Heemese. Mr. J, 0. Peck, one <f the largest 
contractors 8:4 lamber de:slers in the city was 
eworn and testified, that it had been for scme times 
castom by the wholesale dealers gererally of Atia ta 
to sell more or less lumber for debs or goods, and in 
fact gave the names of sevetal promisent dras that 
he had broug»t lamberfrom himeeif. In 1eference 
to a portion of the lumber being :a!d to otha parties, 
Mr. Murphy wasaware of atthe time the trade was 
made, which Ican and hs!) clearly show, and as to 
refaus'ng the money in psyment of the bill o° lumber, 
I have !his to say: We refused to settle at balf price 
for about 350 feet, when the !umter was soidto Mr 
Marphy by the car load, having otues bids to t-ke it 
io tne same way, which 1 wiil show by their certifi- 
citer, Mr Marphy beirg the last man to look ut and 
examine the car load of lumber tu person, with my- 
self and Dr Abbott’ I concinted to let) him 
teoke it, rather than be put to further trouble, 
notwithetaadi:g the fact tha: I had, in the months of 
January, 1874, paid Mr. Murp)y as high as $2 7 cach 
for what I considered very pocr Ju uber, fur which 1 
have his bilie tv show. This traosiciion took place 
Saturday, ihe 14h Febraiury. On Monday foilowing, 
when my book-keeper called on Mr. M. for settlement, 
he refased to pay fur a portion of tue jumber unless 
I would take half price for it. As soonasI learned 
thia fac'.I calied in person at Mr. M.s’ slumber yaré, 
and told his agent (Mr. Thrower) not to dispose of 
the lumber in anywice, as I preferred te pay ail ex- 
ponses he bad iucarred, and take the lumber back 
than settle at this sac.ifice. We endeavored 
fer eizht or ten days to bring Mr. M. to 
settlement, in order to render an account of tre sales 
to the shipper, which to this day has not been done. 
Finding aii cffurie to make 8 settlement without the 
above statcd eacrifice in val, the account was placed 
in the hands of au officer for collection. Whereupon, 
on /ast Thursday, I was notified by Officer Holcombe 
that I was reported to h'm by Mr. Murphy as dealing 
in lumber wituwont a license. My reply was that I 
held a license to doa general merchandise business, 
and this lumber was shipped me from amerebant to 
lquidatea debt. The officer aleo called on me 
Taureday following, stating that Mr. M. insisted that 
Ishould bereported. Whereupon I was arraigned 
before tte authorities on Friday, the decision being 
beld until the fullowipg morning. Ffince that time I 
have heard nothing from the case or Record r.
